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THE WHITE MAN S BURDEN 


There to a tremendous lot of talk In Canada 
about disarmament, about the efficacy of the 
League of Nations and about pacifism as a politi¬ 
cal creed, and yet we are reminded by The 
Montreal Star that this country Is not bearing 
It* share of the white man's burden. Except so 
far as we have engaged in taking up the task 
of national ownership of certain railways. Canada 
Is free from most of the burdens that crush other 
civilised countries. 

The 8tar remind* it* readers that we only have 
a tiny navy, If it can be dignified by that name; 
we have a creditable militia force, but these “are 
nothing for a people of ten million* who occupy 
half a continent In comparison with what other 
g ipr tiar peoples must spend.” It is the naval ex¬ 
penditures of Oreat Britain that provide CAnkda 
with protection at sea. That protection seemingly 
obviates the necessity of having a mobile land 
force here capable of repelling invasion. Thus 
the burden of Oreat Britain is borne In military 
matters, partly at least, on our behalf. Canada, 
therefore, has advantages In the race for a re¬ 
stored prosperity. 

Armament* are hard on taxpayers. We escape 
their Incidence almost altogether. It Is well to 
remember that It is costing us next to nothing for 
the future, that Is. nothing as compared with 
what other nations are paying for national 
security. We obtain guarantees of our security 
vicariously, without money and without price. 
For many people in the country this is a chasten¬ 
ing thought. Others regard the situation as being 
slick evidence of a fashion of evading responsi¬ 
bility. Canada is happier than most countries in 
escaping the duty of preparing for national de¬ 
fence. It is quite another thing as to how 
she Is laying the flattering unction to her soul 
as to the extent to which she demands rights 
she is willing to shoulder responsibilities.

•SECURITY FOR WORKERS 

England apparently feels that the 
security of her workers Is worth the 
price.

Almost 
all employed persons earning less 
than 11.300 a year are Insured 
against all of the contingencies that 
normally Interrupt the earning abil¬ 
ity of the worker.

If his old father or mother 
can contribute $3.50 a week to the 
family support and his wife can re- 
oelve maternity benefits and he can 
count on payments when there Is a 
layoff at the factory, then his 
chances of having to go on the 
town when times are hard are 
enormously reduced. 

There is also to be considered the 
Government's contribution to low 
ered living costs by its housing pro¬ 
gramme. In 1929. three-fourths of 
the houses built in England, were 
built on subsidy by the Government 
Last year the Government was still 
helping to build one house of every 
five erected in an effort to bring 
decent housing accommodations to 
workers' families. The Government 
last year helped finance 57.000 low- 
cost houses, and by Its slum clear¬ 
ance schemes, demolished 16275 ob¬ 
solete dwellings to raise the level of 
English living.

Determination of the basis for 
quotas for the crop year 1935-34 and 
subsequent years. 

*T!*'' Wuerticn of setting aside 
quota reserves for contingencies. 

Tha French demand for an export 
quota for this year. 

Agreement of principal exporters 
to maintain acreage reduction. 

On the first question, all are 
agreed, apparently. 

The remainder of the questions 
all particularly concern the Big 
Four —Canada, Australia, Argen¬ 
tina and the United States—and 
for this reason, with the Big Four 
still dickering, the full committee 
was unable to take action. The 
committee at large feels that these 
problems are entirely for the Big 
Four and they express their readi¬ 
ness to accept the decisions of the 
latter. 

FIXING FRENCH QUOTA 

The French quota is to be deter¬ 
mined in consultation between the 
Big Four. France and the Danubian 
exporters. France asks a quota for 
thla year only In order to clear up 
her large surplus, and 30.000,000 
bushels has been mentioned. As 
Russia is not expected to export any 
quantity In the present crop year, no 
Russian quota is,flxfd..,*

agreement whereby they undertake 
to maintain the acreage reduction 
already effected. 

The question of quota reserves is. 
of course, bound up with the allo- 
of quotas. The committee 
Itself was in general agreement on 
the principle of quota reserves. 

Under the plan a percentage of 
the quotas alloted each principal 
exporter would actually be withheld 
for redistribution in case of emer¬ 
gency, such as In the last crop year, 
when Argentina was confronted 
with a much bigger crop than she 
reckoned on when she accepted her 
quota, and consequently she ex¬ 
ceeded her allot ed quota by a sub¬ 
stantial margin.

81r 
Christopher Wren The addition, 
which affords quite a contrast to 
the much older part of the palace, 
was built during the reign of King 
William 111, and in later years 
maintained by succeeding monarch! 

Hampton Court Palace Is still the 
same, in many respects, as it was in 
the days of Henry VIII snd William 
and Mary. It is only recently, how¬ 
ever. that the more Intimate parts 
of the palace have been thrown open 
to the public, and it is estimated 
that approximately 300.000 persons 
view the gardens and Interior halls 
each year. 

SPLENDID COLLECTION 
Mr. Branders photographs, taken 
with the consent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment. are probably one of the 
best collections in this country.

Thousands Fail to 
Claim Medals for 
Wartime Services 


OTTAWA—Are you entitled to a 
British War medal or a Victory 
medal? Perhaps you are, for 
though the thunder of guns, the 
whistle of rifle bullets, snd the 
devil’s tattoo of machine guns 
ceased sixteen years ago, there are 
still 78.070 medals awaiting claim¬ 
ants at the Canadian War Records 
In Ottawa. 

If you never got beyond the sight 
of the 8even Slstgrs at Sesford. 
England, you would still be entitled 
to wear the British War medal. A 
total of 52,343 of these have been 
^ passed up to date by men who have 

Expeditionary Force through the , 
machines* • «f demobilhpU^n. An 
impressive" number Victory 

medals slab lie neglected — some 
30,000. Then there are 1,014 of the 
coveted 1014-15 BUrs which per¬ 
haps will never be claimed. 

The intrinsic value of these three 
medals Is not great, but their sym 
bollc worth la something which is 
far above the price of rubies. To be 
exact, the replacement value of the 
8tar and the Victory medal is $lj 
and the British Wkr medai. 02. Hie 
medals are worn on the left breast, 
suspended from an Inch of ribbon, 
but the Government very generous¬ 
ly gives six inches to all recipients. 
Each medal Is engraved with the 
rank and name of the wearer, to¬ 
gether with his unit. 

POSITION INDICATED 

Delving into the history of medals 
and decorations, it is Interesting to 
note that British subjects shall wear 
the ribands of their orders, decora¬ 
tions snd medals in a certain 
sequence on their left breast, the 
position of priority being In the 
centre of the chest. Medals awarded 
by societies for life-saving, more¬ 
over, are worn on the right breast. 

for war service were not 
generally to all oflloers and 
men engaged until well into the 
nineteenth century, the only excep¬ 
tion In Oieat Britain being the 
medal for the Battle of Dunbar. 
1050, which was awarded by the 
vote of the House of Commons to 
all officers of the parliamentary

Medals for gallantry are the Vic¬ 
toria Cross, the Distinguished Serv¬ 
ice Order, the Military Cross, the 
Distinguished Conduct medal snd 
the Military medal. Then, of course, 
there Is the Royal Red Cross, which 
many devoted Canadian nurses 
wear who served In France and Bel¬ 
gium. This decoffftbn- was in¬ 
stituted by Queen Victoria, April 23. 
1093, for spfclal services rendered 
In nursing the sick and wounded of 
our army and navy. 

V.C. MOST COVETED 

The most coveted decoration In 
the British army and navy is. of 
course, the Victoria Cross. It is 
Maltese cross of bronse with the 
Royal crest in the centre, and 
underneath, with an esc roll, bearing 
this description. ’’For Valour." Few 
people realise that the naval Vic¬ 
toria Cross la suspended from a blue 
riband, whereas the military riband 
Lb red. 

Wearers of the Victoria Cross are 
entitled to a small pension, which is 
further stepped up if they receive 
a bar. 

The first medal struck for service 
In North America was at Louisburg. 
Gold and silver medals were pre¬ 
sented to those officers who had 
been conspicuous for their gallantry,
